FIVE GIRLS AND A MAN

Stenographers ‘Prisoners ‘for Several 
Hours on Fourth Floor of 352 Wa- 
bash Avenue —Firemen Release Them 


Six stenographers, five girls and a man, 
were imprisoned several hours last night on 
the fourth floor of the building at 852 Wabash 
avenue. They finally were released by the 
police and fire departments. 
The building is occupled by Atkinson & 
Mentzer, manufacturers of schoo! furniture, 
and is usually closed at 5:30 o'clock. At the 
closing hour the janitor thought every one 
had left, but the stenographers were still 
working on the fourth floor.

Had Hope for Americans. 
“lam sorry to hear that women in Ameri- 
ca are drinking more, than formerly. I had 
such great hope of American women. 
To illustrate to you how women abroad 
have taken to drink, I want to say that about 
fifteen years ago the average arrests in Lon- 
don for intoxication was four men to one 
woman. Now it is three women to one man. 
“Why is it? Well, one of the chief rea- 
sons is that there has been too much pri- 
vacy put about public houses of late and 
women are now able to go to any of them 
without being seen by the public. 


Crime Also on Increase. 


The increase in drink among women has 
naturally made a great increase in crime. 
The reason is apparent. Women are more 
excitable, sensitive, and nervous in drink 
than men, and in this condition will commit 
crime more readily. The school bill that wes 
passed prohibiting the sale of liquor to chil- 
dren under 14 years has stopped drunkenness 
to some extent, but not enough to count. 
There is one thing I will say about Dag 
land, notwithstanding the fact that she is 
in the grasp of the brewer and the liquor in- 
terested politician. She is doing everything 
she can to prevent the necessity of sending 
drunken women to prison. She ia trying the 
open alr cure on them. 
We have near Surrey.a.large,farm, to 
which are sent those women whose drinking 
habits have gotten them into disrepute, but 
for whom there is hope of reformation. ‘They 
are sent into the gardens with the sunlight 
and the fresh air, and when we think they 
are reformed we send them back to their fam- 
ilies. There is no prison disgrace about this. 


Royal Commission Biased. : 
We had a royal commission to England to 
study the cause for the increase in the use of 
intoxicants and the attendant increase in 
crime. This commission sat three years and 
examined thousands of witnesses, including 
myself. It had for its chairman Lord Peel, 
a good and honest man, who, with a few 
others, was always at variance with the other 
members of the commission. 
Lord Peel and one or two others made the 
minority report. Their recommendations 
were straight from the shoulder and opened 
the eyes of the crown, but the majority re- 
port carried the day, and shall I tell you 
why? Twenty out of the twenty-five mem- 
bers of that commission were brewers, brew- 
ers’ sons, owners of brewers’ lands, or other 
paid social assassins. They were placed on 
that commission for the purpose of prevent- 
ing an honest report, and their work is seen 
today in the thousands of desolated homes 
in every part of the kingdom.

TENANT WINS A FIGHT 
FOR NORTHWESTERN COEDS. 


J. Ernest Lukey of Evanston Rents 
Rooms to Girl Students Against Ob- 
jections of Owner of St. Clair Flats. 


In his fight in defense of what he contended 
were his rights and the rights of two women 
students of Northwestern university, J. Ern- 
est Lukey, a merchant of Evanston, has been 
victorious. A conference with his landlady, 
Mrs. Frances Birdsall, held last night, re- 
sulted in a surrender on her part and the 
ending of the contention about two coeds, 
Miss Olive Machesney of Grant Park, III., 
and Miss Ethel Reed of Piper City, III. 

The young women went to Evanston two 
weeks ago and rented rooms at the home of 
Mr. Lukey in the St. Clair flats, 620 Grove 
street. When Mrs. Birdsall, owner of the 
flats, learned of it she objected. @he had no 
objection to the coeds personally, but she did 
not want any of her tenants to sublet. She 
notified Lukey to move out, and threatened 
to have him ejected. 

Lukey refused to move or to send away 
the coeds, and he will have his way.

HOSPITAL STAFF FAVORS 


REMOVAL OF DR. NESMITH. 


Decides That Change in Management at 
Presbyterian Institution Is Neces- 
sary—Trustees to Be Consulted. 0 


Dr. Francis A. Neumith's alleged incom- 
petent management of the Presbyterian hos- 


-pital was brought before the medical staff 
‘of-the institution last night, and it was the 


unanimous sentiment that a change in ad- 


ministration must be made. 
After a dinner at the Chicago Athletic 
the physicians discussed the deaths and in- 
quests that have occurred in the last month 
at the hospital, and the cause for the exist- 
ing conditidns. With practically no dissent 
the opinion was that the fault lay with Dr. 
Nesmith’s management. 
As the situation. was felt to be a delicate 
one, and as the doctors had no authority, 
those present thought it dest they lay the 
facts before the trustees and seek their co- 
operation. Several meetings will be held 
with the board, and it is said the agitation 
begun last night is only the beginning of a 
concerted effort to remedy the evils said to 
exist in the hospital. pets 
A committee reported that all the internes 
in_the institution are now regular physicians, 
disposing of one of the contentions raised by 
the coroner’s investigations.

A peculiar instrument, which has the ten- 
dency to cloud title to all the property bound- 
er by West Madison and Harrison, Robey 
and Wood streets, was filled for record yester- 
day. It came by mail from Andrew Layton 
of Monroe, Green county, Wis., and no local 
attorney or broker figures in the, case. 

The document is an affidavit in which Lay- 
ton, who signs by his mark, makes oath that 
at no time has he ever ed any deed or 
quit claim to any part of this property. 
latter contains eighty acres, and is known 
as Ashiand’s second addition. 

The territory embraces one of the most 
thickly settled portions of the west side, and 
includes the Lewis institute, the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, recently trans- 
ferred to the University of Minos, and 
nearly a dozen churches and g@hools. . 


5 Never Heard of the Claim. 

No title expert or real estate dealer in the 
city could be found yesterday who ever had 
he of any transaction out of which. a 
claim could accrue to Layton. A few deal- 
ers had faint recollections of the name, but

CAPITAL IS HOST 


Veterans of the Civil War Are 
Given a Warm, Welcome 
at Washington. 


the Representative of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 6.—[Special.]—The 
capital of the nation today was host to the 
men who preserved its unity. Never before 
has there been such interest in a gathering 
of the Grand Army of the Republic as at 
this, the thirty-sixth national encampment. 

The most formal proceeding of the day was 
the dedication of Camp Roosevelt, the tent 


be the headquarters of the several corps or- 
gatiizations during the week. The cere- 
monies there consisted of a number of ad- 
dresses by men of national reputation, the 
chief speech being delivered by Secretary 


Hay. 

For the rest the old soldiers busied them- 
selves largely in renewing the acquaintances 
of forty years ago, and in manifesting their 
appreciation of the welcome’ extended to 
them by the capital city. Of this welcome 
they found generous evidence on every hand. 


The events of the dey outside the dedica- 
tion ceremonies at Camp Roosevelt included 
a fine regatta on the Potomac, an attractive 
automobile parade, an interesting procession 
by the Men of this city and neighboring 
cities, campfires in the evening. Com- 
mander in Chief Torrance and his staff kept 
open house all day at the Ebbitt house. 

Camp Roosevelt is on the White house lot 
just west of the White house and between 
that building and the Washington monu- 

The proceedings were begun promptly at 
the time specified.. Col. John McElroy, chair- 
man of the reunion committee. called the 
meeting to order and summoned Mr. Warner 
to the stand After a brief invocation by 
the Rev. W. G. Davenport, B. H. Warner, 
chairman of the citizens’ committee, intro- 
duced Henry B. F MacFartand, one of the 
district commissioners. 


Hay Speaks for the President. 

When Mr. MacFarland was seated John 
Hay, secretary of state, rose to speak for 
the president. His address was as follows: 

“In the name of the president and in his 
stead I bid you welcome to Washington. I 
need not say that on every inch of Ameri- 
can soil, wherever that starry banner waves, 
you are at home, and need no formal words 
of welcome. But especially in this capital 
city of the republic you fought to preserve 
you are the children of the house; the doors 
are always open to you, Wherever you turn 
vou are reminded of the history of which 
‘you are a part. From the windows of that 
White house the eyes of ny comrades 
have looked upon this field, whose names be- 
long to the ages—Lincoln, Grant, Hayes, 
Garfield, McKinley, and Roosevelt. 

In the beautiful squares other comrades 
salute you from the ‘bronze ‘horses of the 
monuments where your love and loyalty have

your friends and brothers repose. 

„ Thirty-seven years have pased since some 
of us, wearing crépe on our arms and mourn- 
ing in our hearts for Abraham Lincoln, saw 
the great army which he loved pass before 
the White house in the grandreview. Many 
of you marched in those dusty columns, 
keeping step to the rhythm of drums and 
trumpets which had sounded the onset in a 
hundred. battles. 

„The banners blew gayly out—what was 
left of them; they’ were stained with the 
weather of long marches; they were splendid 
in the rags and tatters of glorious victories. 
There was not much of pomp or state about 
that solemn march. But the men in the 
street that day—many of whom I haye the 
honor of seeing before me—afforded their 
own country, and the rest of the world, a 
lesson which shall never be forgotten, though 
its tremendous import was not 8 
perceived. 
„We do not need the overgrown . arma- 
ments of Europe. Our admirable regular 
force, with its perfect drill and discipline, 
though by far the smallest in the world in 


proportion to population, is sufficient for our 


ordinary wants; but when the occasion calls, 
when the vital interest or the honor of the 
country are threatened, when the national 
conscience. is aroused, an army will spring 
from the soil, so vast, so docile, so intelli- 
gent, so formi@pble, that it need not fear 
to try conclusioms with any army on the face 
of the earth. 


Many Win Enduring Fame. 
during the war that resulted in enduring 
fame to fortunate individual soldiers: but 
the disbandment of that army, flushed With 
victory and idolized by the country, reflected 
honor upon all our race, a glory in which in- 
dividual claims are lost; like atoms of cloud 
in the crimson spiendor of a stormy sunset. 

For four years you showed yourselves 
good soldiers—equal to the best the world 
had seen. For thirty-seven years you have 
been good citizens; and who shall say in 
which capacity you have wrotght best for 
the republic? Each year you come together 
with thinned ranks but undiminished spirit 
to feed anew the undying flame upon the 
altar of patriotism. I should not have 
your ranks are thinned, for the place of 
each fallen comrade is filled with a loving 


memory. 

‘By order of the president of the United 
States these historic grounds, the property 
of the nation, are during this encampment 
dedicated to your use. They will receive 
from your an added sacredness and 
value. In the history of the twentieth cen- 
tury, which is opening with such brilliant 
promise, not the least luminous page will 
treat of this meeting of the Grand Army of 
the Republic—soldiefs and citizens whom the 
republic delights to honor.” 


Torrance RepHés to Welcome. 

Gen. Ell Torrence, commander in chief of 
the Grand Army, next was introduced to re- 
spond to the words ot welcome. He spoke 
warmly in appreciation of the reception 
given himself and his comrades,. which has 
been, he said, all that they could expect. 

„We were good soldiers because we had 
heen good citizens,” he said. We had been 
made good citizens at our own firesides, and 
there never has been the least reason to ap- 


cause of our soldiery.“ He closed with an 
expression of the desire of the old soldiers 
for the prosperity and perpetuity of the re- 
public. 

. Secretary Moody next wasintroduced. He 
expressed regret that the shallowness of the 
Potomac had prevented the bringing of some 
of the specimens of the new navy to Wash- 
ington for the inspection of the old soldiers, 
‘and then dwelt for a few moments on the 
inspiration that the example of the heroes of 
1861-'5 had been to the soldiers of the present 
day.

Lincoln’ park will be given $610,000 tax 
revenue this year. County Treasurer Ray- 
mond, who under the new revenue law is 
county supervisor ex-officio, announced yes- 
terday that the request of the park for $830,- 
700 would’ be granted only in part.

Only Fraction Over 11 Per Cent of All 
_ Pablications Employed Are Made by 
the American Company—Of Supple- 

mentary Reading for Night Pupils 

the Figures Are 36 Out of 280—All 
Selected on Their Merits Without 
Regard to Publishers. 


Of the 280 books suggested by Supt. Cooley 
for supplementary reading by pupils attend-/| - 
ing the evening schools only thirty-six are 
published by the American Book company. 
The thirty-six books average in cost a frac- 
tion over'4l cents each. These figures are 
pointed out by members of the board of edu- 
cation as conclusive evidence that neither 
the superintendent nor the members of the 
school board are “ sold out” to the “ book 
trust.“ 

Furthermore, reports compiled in the office 
of Supt. Cooley. show that only a fraction 
over 28 per cent of the text books used in the 
schools are the product of the 
all the books used in day and e 
for texts and supplementary reading only a 
fraction over 11 per cent are published by the 
American company. 


Several Trust“ Books Dropped. 

Since Mr. Cooley became superintendent 
three of the text books published by the 
trust have been dropped from the list. 
Two of these are text books on math 
and one a Latin book. f 

The charge that I have been favorable to 
the books published by the trust is so 
ridiculous that I have not cared to answer 
It.“ said Supt. Cooley yesterday. 
ot books used in the schools which has just 
been published refutes all charges of that 
sort. The list of books recommended for 
supplementary reading by the night school 
pupils is. practically the same as the one pre- 
pared by me when 1 first became superin- 
tendent, so that it will be useless to say that 
any attacks upon me have caused me to drop 
any American Book company books. I had 
not the remotest idea what part of the books 
were published by the American Book com- 
pany when thedist was prepared, as the 
books.were selected on their merit. 

The supplementary reading list has been 
prepared for the foreigners in the evening 
schools to offer to the classes of adults lit- |.
